After some discussion the school 
committee view prevailed and it 
was all or nothing to be settled at 
a special town meeting. On Mon- 
day the news was spread around 
that the Taxpayers’ association 
might move for reconsideration. 
Another Taxpayers’ director told 
me that she was called by the 
chairman of the school committee 
and in the course of conversation 
told him that the association was 
inclined to and probably would 
move for reconsideration. Yet the 
committee would not goalong. Why? 

‘*Most of ,us know what a spec- 
ial meeting normally means. Us- 
ually it means that the propon- 
ents turn out in force and the ar- 
ticle carries. Occasionally that 
does not happen but, apparently, 
the school committee is willing to 
take that risk and cause unnecess- 
ary delay in an effort to retain its 
exclusive authority over the school 
building. 

**As I stated above, it took a 
good deal of thought to come to 
the conclusions I have expressed. 
It was difficult because I could 
not see why the committee would 
want to be so insistent upon a 
particular building design and a 
particular architect. However, | 
finally decided it was not for me 
to try to reason why. The facts 
were there and they drove me 
inevitably to my conclusion. I 
hope that the town turns out in 
full force so that whatever the fi- 
nal decision may be it will be a 
town decision and not solely a 
school committee decision.”’
